OLUMBUS has been honoured 
on a host of stamps as the 
man who discovered America, 
but there is an old Gaelic leg- 
end that the real discoverer 
of the New World was not Columbus, 
but an Irishman, St. Brendan of Ker- 
ry. Indeed the story relates that 
when Columbus did arrive he found 
the friendly Indians speaking fluent 
Gaelic—the language of Old Ireland. 

Even if St. Brendan cannot estab- 
lish his right to a special stamp, 
many other famous Irishmen have 
been honoured in this manner by the 
countries to whem they gave loyal 
and outstanding services. 

The military genius of the Irish is 
proved by the amazing number of 
Irishmen who became outstanding 
leaders in the struggles for National 
Independence in America, Chile, The 
Argentine, Bulgaria, Austria, France, 
and many other countries.. In many 
cases these men were forced by a 
tyrannical oppressor to leave their 
own country and, hating the injustice 
and evil, they threw themselves 
wholeheartedly into the task of mak- 
ing the nations they adopted great 
and free. 

To commemorate the 150th anni- 
versary of General Sullivan’s bril- 
liantly successful Western Campaign, 
in the War of Independence, the U. 
S. A. issued a commemorative stamp 
in 1929, showing the General in the 
cocked hat and braided uniform of 
the time. This brilliant soldier was 
the son of a Limerick Schoolmaster. 

The next commemorative stamp 
was issued in honour of the Battle 
of Fallen Timbers, and showed the 
General Anthony Wayne Memorial. 
“Mad” Anthony was also the son of 
an Irishman.

Sudan—General Gordon 
Commemoratives 


On January I1st., Sudan will issue 
a set of nine values, of portrait and 
pictorial design, commemorating the 
50th Anniversary of the death of 
General Gordon. The stamps will be 
line engraved by Messrs. De la Rue & 
Co., printed dry form direct plate 
rotary machine, in sheets of 50 (10 
rows of 5) or (5 rows of 10), and will 
be on sale for 3 months only. Pro- 
posed colors and values will be found 
in the World in Review chronicle of 
this issue of Linn’s. 

General Gordon was born January 
28, 1833 and died January 26, 1885. 
He was a man who had striven single- 
handed to help a people oppressed by 
ignorance and fanaticism. A college, 
was in Kitchener’s view, a most fit- 
ting memorial and one which would 
give the most practical useful educa- 
tion possible to boys in the Sudan. 

After the battle of Omduram in 
1888, Lord Kitchener issued an appeal 
for the sum of 100,000 Pounds for the 
purpose of founding a college with 
British money as a pledge to the liv- 
ing memory of General Gordon and a 
realization to his aspirations. The 
whole sum was subscribed in less 
than a month from all parts of the 
British Empire and the college was 
opened by Lord Kitchener on Novem- 
ber 8, 1902. The college has already 
supplied to the Administration two 
generation of native officials in tech- 
nical, legal, educational and adminis- 
trative spheres, and now has behind 
it a solid tradition of more than a 
quarter of a century. 

The memorial service depicted on 
the 20P. and 50P. values of this com- 
memorative set, was held on Sunday 
morning following the battle of Om- 
durman (Friday Sept. 2, 1898), where 
the Sirdar, Major General Sir Her- 
bert Kitchener and _ representative 
detachments landed at Khartoum by 
steamer opposite the ruins of the 
Government House, where General 
Gordon had met his death. The Union 
Jack and Khedivial flags were hoisted 
on the roof and a simple memorial 
service held. Four chaplains officiated, 
Church of England, Roman Catholic, 
Presbyterian and Wesleyan. The Sir- 
dar is shown in the center, sur- 
rounded by Officers in command at 
Omdurman. (R. Roberts)

cuted. We have noticed a_ steady 
stream of apologies excuses and 
worse for the undeniably poor ser-

This past week the Agency removed 
from its list of stamps on hand the 
one bearing the only woman’s picture 
that has graced our regular issue of 
stamps almost continuously since the 
1902 series. The stamp is the Martha 
Washington 4c side coil. Martha 
Washington first appeared on the 
eight-cent stamp in the 1902 series 
and again on the four-cent stamp in 
the 1922-6 regular issue. In men- 
tioning the Philatelic Agency it might 
be of interest to readers to know or- 
ders are now being filled faster than 
received, so material progress can be 
reported. 

The Byrd Antarctic Headquarters 
in Washington have received a radio 
from our genial friend C. F. Ander- 
son, now at New Zealand preparing 
for the dash to Little America. Mr. 
Anderson reports everything is going 
fine. The Director of Posts in New 
Zealand met him with a detail of men 
to guard and help transfer the mail 
and they stayed with him until it was 
safely stored. He was given a nice 
stateroom on board the Bear of Oak- 
land with the mail and is now anxious 
for the final trip into the ice. Accord- 
ing to schedules the Bear will sail 
from New Zealand on December 27, 
while the Ruppert the other ship will 
be several days later. The Ruppert 
will receive the last mail sent from 
Washington last week. Collectors will 
likely receive their covers around the 
middle of May or first of June, 1935. 

The first day of sale of the new 
Philippine pictorial stamps is still un- 
decided. The Philippine Trade Com- 
missioner is expecting a cable from 
Manila any day now announcing the 
date. There have been a number of 
letters sent to the Commissioners of- 
fice requesting the stamps be sold in 
sets that school children could afford 
to purchase. The requests have been 
granted and there will be sold two 
short sets that run as follows:

centavo at 39c per set. or

There have also been ordered 30,000 
2 centavo postal cards but so far no 
announcement has been made that the 
Commissioner will have them on sale. 

Many times after a stamp has been 
removed from the Philatelic Agency’s 
list the rumor goes up that someone 
stepped into the Agency and bought 
the entire supply. This holds true for 
the Byrd perforates for immediately 
after the word went out, the Byrd 
Antarctic Expedition was falsely 
credited with bringing up the re- 
maining supply. The question usually 
arises in the minds of collectors who 
have pending orders with the Agency 
as to whether their order will be 
filled. IT WILL BE FILLED! 

It has been the policy of the Agen- 
cy to withdraw stamps from window 
sales while sufficient stock remains to 
fill mail orders received up to the 
same date. Mail orders may get the 
better of the deal where the stock was 
overestimated for a few later mail 
orders might get filled BUT the 


stamps are NEVER placed back on, 


sale at the windows. The Agency still 
has plenty of Byrd stamps to fill all 
mail orders on hand when the order 
went into effect. 

As to the rumor about the Byrd 
Expedition buying the remaining sup- 
ply—well its like so many other rum- 
ors where only a few facts are known. 
At least a week before the stamps 
were removed the 
needed stamps for 
mail and purchased several hundred 
sheets. This purchase evidently start- 
ed the rumor. The stamps were on 
sale a week more to say nothing 
about the fact they have been avail- 
able since October 9, 1933. That ap- 
parently should be sufficient time for 
the average collector to decide he 
wanted them and send in an order.

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A Rare Stamp Find In 
Denver 


The Scott Catalogue in listing the 
Nashville, Tenn., Postmaster Pro- 
visional, No. 98, bearing the name of 
W. D. MeNish, P. M., states that the 
stamp, a 3c value printed in carmine 
from printers type, was not put in 
use 

The Rocky Mountain News of Den- 
ver, carries a story in a recent issue 
of a find of a used copy of this stamp 
in Denver. The story does not state 
whether the stamp is on or off _ er. 

The find was made by a Mrs. C. 
Reynold and she told the avep of 
the stamp and of the family in whose 
home the stamp was found. The 
stamp itself was found between the 
pages of a volume of Shakespeare. 

While the newspaper story does 
not state whether the stamp is on or 
off cover, it does illustrate the stamp 
and states that it is cancelled ‘““Nash- 
ville, Tenn., Aug 7, 1861.” Since the 
illustration shows only a portion of 
this cacellation it would appear that 
the stamp must be on cover which 
shows the entire cancellation. 

If authenticated, this stamp will 
rank among the world’s most rare 
stamps and will be the outstanding 
item of Confederate Stamps. Its price 
will doubtless be placed at many 
thousands of dollars. 


The Mixture Man 


Collectors who buy mixtures to 
hunt cancellations and other varieties 
usually get their moneys worth from 
most any kind of mixture, if an hon- 
est mixture. 

When it comes to foreign mixtures, 
the largest stock in the country is 
carried by A. E. Pade of Denver, 
Colorado. At least that is what Mr. 
Pade claims and his slogan is “A

Several weeks ago I made mention 
of a new electro type being used at 
Shippensburg, Pa. According to 2. 
F. Gamber and a well known Penn. 
specialist, they have come to the con- 
clusion that this type was in use only 
for a short while, probably only one 
and not more than several printings 
made from the plate, the government 
supplying that office with a U-121 
metal handstamp. Mr. Gamber shows 
me a 5c comp. in U-121. Since it seems 
possible that these Shippensburg pre- 
cancels on the bold face printed type 
might be above the average I wish 
that any of my readers having other 
values besides the ones mentioned 
would send them in to me for listing. 
They will be returned promptly. The 
values known to date are the 7c and 
10¢c comp. 3c Stuart and NRA up. 





From two different parties comes 
an NRA precancelled DOCTOR 
PHILLIPS FLA. The type resembles 
U-121 and both copies read down. The 
type is not a true metal handstamp 
product for two reasons. The first 
is that the legend is spaced equally 
between the top and bottom lines 
while in the metal handstamp the 
legend is closer to the top than the 
bottom. The other is that the two 
lines of the legend Doctor, which is 
the top line, PHILLIPS, FLA. which 
is the second line, is spaced farther 
apart vertically speaking than the 
regular metal handstamps. I would 
like to hear from any one knowing 
about this place ete. Miss Rachel 
Fox, of Milwaukee was the first to 
submit a copy of the stamp and she 
opines that Doctor Phillips is perhaps 
a fruit grower. Mr. W. J. Hubbard 
of Lima, O., who submitted the other 
copy made no mention about the 
stamp. 


Getting back into Penn. again. 
Paul J. Young of Norristown, Pa. 
showed me a whole set of PARKS 
precancelled NORTH WALES PA. 
in U-121 type. Here are the positions. 
The lc comes in several positions, the 
2c across, 3c across, 4c across, 5c up, 
6c across, 7¢ across, 8c up, 9c cross, 
10¢ up which technically speaking is 
a normal set. Mr. Young tells me 
that the Atlas Asbestos Co. of North 
Wales is one of the large users of 
precancels and then sends me a clip- 
ping from a newspaper telling of a 
fire in the plant. Fire in an asbestos 
plant is sumpin thats sure. Anyhow 
the damage was not so great that the 
plant was entirely crippled and it will 
soon be in full operation again, in 
time I hope to get out some Xmas 
precancels, 
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Sidney Shayman of Chicago who 
has the art of digging up interesting 
and distinctive precancels, in fact I 
think he opens up Adolph Guneschs 
mail before Adolph gets a look at it. 
No matter how he gets them the fact 
remains that he does get them. The 
high lights in this lot were 1c and 2¢ 
documentaries and a 8c Victory in- 
verted from Osborne Kansas in a type 
the catalogue says is similar to U-53 
but I would call it U-73. A 30c 1917 
issue perf. 11 from Aurora, Ill. in 
U-54 and in a red-purple ink. A 50c 
same issue and U-type from Sumter 
S. C. and in same color ink. A 17c 
Cloquet Minn. up in red ink, U-87 
type, an item unlisted in the new 
Minn, Catalog. An 8c 1922 perf. 11 
from Brooklyn, N. Y. in U-10 double 
printed, one impression having the 
semicolon flaw on it. A 9c PARK 
from Detroit Lakes Minn. in U-121 
across and a llc ord. perf. 11 from 
Honolulu, Hawaii, in U-120 finishes 
the lot.

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A heroine deserving of a Carnegie 


medal was uncovered in the person 


of Miss Henrietta Licht on December 


11th. Miss Licht is the able assistant 
to Joseph Hoffman, proprietor of the 


Hoffman Stamp Company, on the 
sixth floor of 29 West 34th St. Sev- 


eral days ago a man came into the 
office and questioned Miss Licht. She 
became suspicious thinking he was 
trying to find out how much cash 
there was in the safe.
